11 
In brief Nedzi would endorse Agency publication at this time rather than 
continuing to filter the material through second parties such as the Council 
on International Economic Policy. It would be his feeling also that we should 
use a cover sheet indicating CIA Office of Economic Reports or whatever 
rather than the highly informal Legislative Counsel buckslip. 

As for the press accounts of Howard Hunt's spying on Goldwater, Nedzi 
opined that the information in the press could not have been the result of a slip 
of the tongue, that it is apparent the information was given to the Post., Star 
and to the Chicago Tribune. He also noted that the next time the Post calls 
he may point out to them that they were "taken into camp" with regard to the 
information published in Thursday's paper.
